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PROBLEMS 


Someone once said that each person who is 
duped or burned by improper speculative ad- 
ventures, leaves that field, with bitterness 
and resentment toward those engaged in act- 
ivities within that field. 


This could explain the rejection of coin coll- 
ecting as a hobby, by those who enter its con- 
fines, in the role of investor, seeking quick 
and easy profits, and who unfortunately un- 
prepared to cope with the problems of promot- 
ion and exploitation in the creation of an 
artificial numismatic market, suffer monetary 
loss. 


Regretably, this invasion leaves its mark and 
the collector of today must pay, not only the 
penalty of higher prices, but face a more dif- 
ficult task in agquiring needed items, due to 
hoarding, for this misguided failing of those 
who swelled the ranks of collectors in the 
pases. And too,,.the .exodus.of this “collector” 
from numismatic circles has been noted in the 
reduction of members in the various numismat- 
ic organizations throughout the country. 


The loss of members poses a problem to any 
organization, and especially so to those org- 
anized to promote, develop and foster numis- 
matics in all its branches along educational, 
historical and scientific lines, to share 
mutual interest and good fellowship and to 


promote coin collecting among the general pub- 
Lic. 


The solution to this problem should not be 
only the concern of the ofticials of these 
organizations, but of all its members. Per- 
haps, through tneir collective efforts in ed- 
ucating the novice to sensible collecting, 
grading and the proper formation of a numis- 
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matic collection, combined with a diligent 
effort to inform the public, by promoting 

the true pleasures and benefits to be derived 
from coin collecting as a hobby, a step for- 
ward would be made in the proper direction to 
replace the loss of members with real collec- 
tors and to fulfill the object of organization. 
For people can learn only if they are taught. 
Silence and avathy never taught anyone, there- 
fore will never educate. 


True, this forward step will not fully solve 
this and the many other problems confronting 
numismatic organizations, for far too many 
members fail to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities afforded them to broaden the scope 
of their activities in the hobby of their 
choice, by failing to assume a share in the 
responsibilities attendant to the promotion 
and expansion of numismatics and other objects 
to be achieved through their being an organ- 
ization. Until this attitude can be chmged 
and a way be found to convince all members 
that their individual contribution of effort 
is a vital factor and greatly needed in the 
achievement of the aims of organization, 
there will be no further step forward. 


How best to accomplish this acceptance of a 
share in the organization by all members has 
long occupied the attention of and has often 
been the subject of discussion among the off- 
icers of these organizations, with no effec- 
tive measures resolved to dissipate this ap- 
athy. Therefore it becomes quite clear and 
necessary that each member personally do a 
little soul searching and discover the am- 
ount of participation he is taking and what 
share of the responsibility he is willing to 
assume, be it as an officer, or as a distrib- 
utor of knowledge throush talks or articles, 
or sharing the pride of accomplishment, 
through displays, or contributing construc- 
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tive ideas of criticism, or introducing otners 
to the pleasures and benefits of coin collec- 
ting as a hobby, then and then only can for- 
ward motion begin. 

When each and every member realizes and ad- 
mits that the amount of success attained by 
all organizations is dependent upon the com- 
bined effort of all its members, then he 
shoula willingly contribute his share. So why 


not now make a resolution to help build your 
organization into the best?

The wampum used by American colonists as mon- 
ey consisted of beads made from shells. The 
term "wampum" originated with the North aAm- 
erican Indians, who used the beads in strands 
or sewn on belts worn around the waist or 
thrown over the shoulder. Minutes of a New 
Amsterdam town meeting stated: "Therefore, 
we have resolved that henceforth no loose 
wampum shall be current unless strung upon a 
Wire. Trade wampum shall pass as good pay as 
neretofore at the rate of six white or three 
black beads for one silver."

What coin of the Orient issued by one country 
for use in another country or land, carried 
the inscription that was first introduced in 
United States coinage on the two cent piece, 
with only a slight variation? 


This coin was widely circulated previous to 
1811, and though a different country issued 
coinage for the period between 1811 and 1816, 
these coins continued to circulate. In 1816 
coinage again was changed, with the original 
country again issuing the coinage used in this 
other country. 


In case you don't have one handy, here is the 
description. A copper coin, on one side the 
letters 0.V.C., so arranged as to overlap, 
with the "V" being much larger in character 
than the O and C, and the date 1790. On the 
other side is a crowned shield, bearing two 
lions rampant-combatant; and the legend "In 
Deo Est Spes Nostra." 


You have guessed it- the quarter stiver of 
Holland, or Dutch East India Company, for use 
in Java, and the legend in Latin is our " In 
God We Trust", or correctly, "In God is our 
trust",

"HISTORY AND COINAGE OF SARAWAK" 
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MECIING NOTES 


Present at our February meeting were forty 
members and guests; the following applicants 
for membership were introduced; Robert B,. 
Mullins,#875, Helen Mueller,#876 and Ronald 
M.Earle,#877. 


Dwight Safford was presented the S.D.N.S. 
Achievement Award for his excellent contrib-— 
utions to the Club's monthly bulletin. 


Paul Hamm introduced the speaker, Bill Wiss- 
lead, our member who resides in Santa Ana. | 
Mr.Wisslead gave a most interesting talk on 
"The History and Coinage of Sarawak"; he rel- 
ated that he had little knowledge of the 
country when he obtained his first Sarawak 
coin. It was evident that he had studied the 
history of Sarawak thoroughly and he presen- 
ted it in a most interesting way. He told 
about James Brooke, a young adventurous Eng- 
lishman, who arrived in Sarawak in 1839 and 
found a civil war in progress; he provided 

aid to the Rajah, and for this was rewarded 
with the title of Rajah in 1841. Thus James 
Brooke became the first White Rajah and ruled 
until 1868. Rajah Brooke issued the first 
coin, one keping, bearing the date 1841, a 

coin that is extremely rare. The second White 
Rajah was Brooke's nephew, Charles and he was 
succeeded by his son Vyner, who reigned until 
1946, Thus Sarawak is the only country which 
was ruled by three White Rajahs. Mr.Wisslead's 
talk was very instructive and his display of 
Sarawak coins attracted much interest. Most. 
of us had little knowledge of this country, 

its history and its coins. )

JOHN ADAMS DIX 


Of the token money which circulated in the 
United States during the Civil War, the series 
of so called patriotic tokens not only func- 
tioned as a medium of exchange, but perpetua- 
ted for all time the expressions of ideals, . 
pleas of unity and love of country, with the 
inscriptions engraved upon their surfaces, 

Some with simple slogans, such as "Union For- 
ever", were terse and to the point, but there , 
were others which today require some research 
into the past to understand their full mean- : 
ing. One such is the series known as the "Dix" 
or "shoot him on the spot" tokens. One side 
depicts the U.S.flag, encircled by thirteen 
stars and in the exergue, "the flag of our 
Union" and the date, 1863.The other side shows 
"Dix" in the center, encircled by "shoot him 

on the spot", and in the outer exergue, "if 
anyone attempts to tear it down," 


With the passing of an ordinance of secess- 
ion in December of 1860 by the State of South 
Carolina, delegates from Mississippi, Florida, 
Alabama, Georgia, Texas, Virginia, Tennessee, 
Arkansas, North Carolina and Louisiana met 
with the delegates of South Carolina and est- 
ablished the Confederate States of America, 
The prelude to this confederation was the temp- 
erament and rebellious spirit evident in the 
south, evinced by the seizing of large amounts 
of gevernment property by local authorities or 
rebel sympathizers. One such incident was to 
be perpetuated by an order issued by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury of the United States, 
John Adams Dix, who had given up his position 
of Post Master of New York City, to become the 
Secretary of the Treasury during the waning 
months of President Buchanan's administration. 
He had been previously offered the office of 
Secretary of War, but had declined the office. 
John Adams Dix was born July 24, 1798 at Bos- 
cawen, New Hampshire; his schooling was at 
Phillips Exeter Academy and College of Mont- 
real. He entered the army at age 14, served 
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in the war of 1812, attained the rank of Cap- 
tain, which rank he held at the time he ret- 
ired from military service in 1828, 


Returning to civilian life, he practiced law 
and served as land agent in Cooperstown, New 
York, holding various political posts in that 
state through the years: Adjutant General, 1830 
to 1833, Secretary of State, 1833-1839, and 
Democratic Senator, 1845-1849. 


Stationed at New Orleans, Louisiana was the U.S. 
revenue cutter, McClelland, among whose duties 
was the protection of the U.S.Mint located there, 
Secretary Dix had sent a message to Captain 
Breshwood in command of the McClelland to sec- 
ure his ship for the United States Government. 
Captain Breshwood refused to do so, whereupon 
Secretary Dix sent the following message to the 
New Orleans Treasury Department, January 29, 
1861: "Tell Lt.Caldwell to arrest Captain Bresh- 
wood, assuming command of the cutter and obey 
the order I gave through you. If Captain Bresh- 
wood, after arrest, undertakes to interfere with 
the command of the cutter, tell Lt.Caldwell to 
consider him as a mutineer and treat him acc- 
ordingly. If anyone attempts to haul down the 
American flag, shoot him on the spot." 


Although this order of Secretary Dix failed to 
save for the Government the U.S.Mint and other 
property and in no way deterred Louisiana's 
entry into the Confederate Union, his words of 
command, "If anyone attempts to haul down the 
American flag, shoot him on the spot," caught 
the fancy of those supporting the Federal Union 
and became a popular slogan of the ensuing 
Civil War between the States, and of course to 
remain for all time etched upon the surface of 
necessity money to remind us that patriotism 
is still a need for maintaining this freedom

Program chairman, Paul Hamm, introduced the 
speaker, Dwight Safford who is intensely int- 
ested in tokens and medals. This interest 
has led to much research into stories con- 
nected with some of these medals. One event 
of historical significance was the 175th 
anniversary of the founding of Gallipolis, 
Ohio, a celebration which took place in 1965. 
Many trade tokens, wooden nickels and replicas 
of early bank notes were issued for this 
affair. Mr. Safford related that Gallipolis 
really had its beginning in Paris, France 
where promoters had set up office for sale of 
land in the United States; extravagant and 
misleading promises were made concerning the 
land, which was no more than primeval wild- 
erness, In February 1790, 500 eager buyers, 
believing they were to receive excellent bar- 
gains in the New World, sailed to Alexandria, 
Virginia, There they learned that all was 
not as promised; arrangements were made with 
another company for purchase of other land in 
the Northwest Territory. A party of 40 New 
England woodsmen was sent to clear the land, 
build 80 log cabins and 4 corner blockhouses 
while the Frenchmen waited. In October 1790, 
the French finally arrived at their new home, 
In spite of many hardships, the settlement, a 
miniature Paris, survived to vecome Gallip- 
olis #:nGwearGcuty of 25,000; 


Of the 40 woodsmen who built the settlement, 
only one failed_to return to his New England 
homes he married one of the French girls and 
Dwight Safford is his great-great grandson.

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A THOUGHT 


Although few collectors could afford to assem- 
ble a complete collection of the United States 
gold Half Eagles coinage, this series merits 
more than minor consideration in the choice of 
an area, in which to specialize one's collec- 
ting efforts. Presenting a facade of many 
facets, this series proffers many separate 
areas in which is available the opportunity to 
form collections distinctive for some special 
feature, not to be claimed by any other of the 
United States coinage in gold. To cite a few 
that are to be claimed by the Half Eagle: 

the first deposit of gold bullion for coinage 
at the U.S. Mint was received February 12,1795 
from Moses Brown, a Boston merchant, in the 
form of gold ingots, amounting to $2276.22. 
Subsequently, before any coinage took place, 
several more deposits of gold bullion were 
made to the Mint. The first return of gold 
coins from the Chief Coiner was on the 3lst 
day of July, 1795 and consisted of 744 Half 
Eagles, with eight more deliveries prior to 
September 17, 1795, with a total striking of 
8707 pieces coined. Thus to the Half Eagle 
goes the distinction of being the first gold 
coin to have ween struck for issuance by the 
United States. This first year of issue has 
two varities of reverse, with the small eagle 
reverse being of the first emission and those 
of the heraldic eagle of later striking. 


Starting with this first year of issue, there 
are many varieties to be found among the early 
dates, changes caused by the number of stars, 
style of eagle, over dates, and differences 

in the size of figures in the dates. It has 
been stated that the 1822 Half Eagle is per- 
haps the most valuable regular issue coin of 
the entire United States series. Of the 17,796 
coined only three are known to exist. The 1909 


Half Eagle coined at the New Orleans mint has 
the distinction of being the only gold coin 

of incuse design ever to have been struck there. 
The Half Hagle was the largest denomination coin 
struck at the Mints at Charlotte,North Carolina 
and Dahlonega,Georgia, during the period of 
their operation. And the only denominational 
coin to be struck at each of the seven United 
States Mints was the Half Eagle. No other ser- 
ies of United States gold coin can equal the 
number of varieties to be found in the various 
dies used and design changes that exist in the 
Half Eagle coinage. In any of these particular 
areas there are possibilities to form meaning- 
ful collections of a coin of distinction, though 
it may consist of only a few pieces,

MEETING NOTES 


Many people braved the storm to attend our 
April meeting, although they had to wade 
through curb-high water. 


President Edgerton presented CSNA certifi- 
cates of Appreciation to Dwight Safford and 
Bill Wisslead for their recent programs. 


Program Chairman, Paul Hamm, introduced 
Ronald Earle as the speaker for the evening. 
Mr.Earle, who is past president of the 
Canadian Numismatic Association of New iEng- 
land and an authority on Canadian Coinage 
gave a most interesting talk. He told of 
the barter between the Indians and the fur 
traders in the early days. Unusally long- 
barrelled rifles were used by the greedy 
traders, as the practice was stacking up 
furs “to. the ‘length of the rifles. In ex- 
change, the Indians were given tokens which 
were negotiable. Later, all types of money 
from various countries were used. At the 
turn of the 19th century foreign coins and 
tokens were still acceptable; in fact any- 


thing that looked like money was used, The 
first official Canadian coins were issued in 
1859. Finally tokens were no longer used. 
U.S.coins were used inter-changebly with 
Canadian until a year ago. It is almost im- 
possible to collect a complete set of uncir- 
culated Canadian coinage, Very few Canadian 
proof sets were issued and these were given 
only to dignitaries, but the uncirculated 
mint sets are excellent, comparing favorably 
with U.S.proof sets. At the conclusion of 
his fine presentation, Mr.Earle answered a 
number of questions from the audience,

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MONEY 
By Dwight Safford 


Many books have been written on the theory 

of money; there have been and continue to be 
arguments over such questions as to the gold 
and silver standards, what should back up the 
money that is issued, over measures to be tak- 
en in the control of its purchasing power, 
credit and inflation. Yet none of these pre- 
sent or express the fact that money is only a 
term, describing a medium of exchange, and that 
a medium of exchange must be equitable to all 
parties affected by its use, if or when there 
is an imbalance of equity in this medium of 
exchange, it is apparent that those affected 
will reject it and seek another medium. Bas- 
ically, a medium of exchange must be an object 
or thing that can be converted into or traded 
for something desired. 


In the beginning, mediums of exchange were the 
objects or things traded for different objects 
or things, simply the trade of one article for 
another. But as civilization spread and man 
discovered metals and learned to make use of 
them, a new medium of exchange came into use, 
for man discovered that the metals were des- 
irable and acceptable in trade for anything 
proffered for barter. Although man found many 
other things acceptable as a medium of exchange. 
metal served the purpose better than anything, 
for it not only was utilitarian, so had intr- 
insic value, was durable, could be fashioned 
into other things, and it was acceptable to 
everyone. The precious metals had the advan- 
tage of being showy, unaffected by rust or 
corrosion, making them attractive as ornaments. 
In fact the first savings banks were the orn- 
aments worn by man and his wife. 


With any medium of exchange, there must be es- 
tablished a unit of value. When the Greeks 
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began their use of copper as a medium of ex- 
change, the metal was fashioned into pots, 
which were easily exchanged for other items, 
as everybody wanted pots. Then it was discov- 
ered that if the metal was fashioned into 
strips it was as readily accepted as the pots, 
so a standard strip came into being, roughly 
six inches long and as thick as a man's thumb, 
six of them making a handful. This standard 
strip we know was called an obol. Later in 
Italy, copper became the medium of exchange, 
with the unit of value being the as, contain- 
ing one pound of copper. 


Although copper as a medium of exchange func- 
tioned very well, inasmuch as it was a mater- 
ial that everyone was willing to accept, kept 
well, could be divided into small amounts, and 
suited the purpose better than anything else 
that had been used before, it still had certain 
disadvantages, in large transactions its weight 
was a detriment and presented transportation 
problems. Silver, therefore was a better met-— 
al for use as an exchange medium; it had all 
the virtues of copper, was more precious and so 
was more desirable, and was lighter in weight. 
For a time the two metals were used side by 
side, but in the end silver displaced copper 

to become the chief medium of exchange, ina 
period extending from about two hundred years 
before Julius Caesar and two thousand years 
thereafter. 


But, during this time, another metal more pre- 
Cious than silver had been recognized as usable 
for a medium of exchange, and so gold was acc- 
epted as such and in time threatened to replace 
Silver, much as silver had replaced copper as 
the accepted medium of exchange.

Thus we can determine that man tried out, as 
a medium of exchange, all the objects in the 
market place; gold and silver came into gen- 
eral use because they served the purpose bet-— 
ter than anything else; they possess all the 
qualities needed, being desirable, homogen- 
eous, durable, scarce, and ornamental. They 
are the best substances that the world has 
developed for use as a medium of exchange. 


A study of the development and systems emp- 
loyed in the use of metal as a medium of 
exchange provides answers to many of the 
questions about money. In the beginning, an 
as was a pound of copper, a unit of value, 
acceptable as a guide to measure the worth 

of goods or services, but, man being what he 
is soon determined that he could make the as 
a little bit lighter without anyone knowing, 
and still have it accepted as a pound of cop- 
pers; soon everybody was making the as lighter 
and generations later it was down to a quart- 
er of a pound. In England the silver unit 
was a pound sterling, the same procedure took 
place, until the pound sterling was actually 
one eighth pound, Eventually there were no 
longer honest mediums of exchange, to accept 
the medium one had to weigh and check the 
purity of the metal to determine the true 
value of exchange. This caused so much trou- 
ble and destroyed the confidence of the people 
that metal as a medium of exchange was almost 
destroyed. 


Eventually, governments realized that if trade 
was to be made easy, an equitable medium of 
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exchange must be made and kept honest, by ad- 


herence to a fixed standard for the amount of 


metal and its purity in the selected unit of 
value, if metal were to continue in its role 
as the exchange medium. The only way to acc- 
omplish this was for government to take over 
the manufacturing, issuing and control of the 
medium, stamping the metal to show its weight 
and purity. But, here again, even governments 
are not immune to the creation of dishonest 
mediums of exchange, for history is filled 
with many instances where metals failed to 
function in their capabilities as a medium of 
exchange, due to chicanery in the administra- 
tion of the system employed to make use of 
metal as the exchange medium. Even these fail- 
ures have been overcome when the dishonest 
practices were eliminated and an honest unit 
of value was restored to the metal medium of 
exchange, even though governments often were 
destroyed in the interin. 


Today, although the bulk of trade between 
nations is conducted by a paper exchange med- 
ium, metal (gold) is still a metallic medium 
of exchange, accepted and demanded for all 
imbalance of payments, and is still able to 
control the destiny of fate of any nation's 
people.

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JOHN HULL 


Prior to the Confederation of American Colon- 
ies, "Money", constituted a very serious prob- 
lem, much of the Colonists' local commerce 

was conducted under the barter system, with 
produce of the soil, stock from the pastures, 
furs from the Indians, musket balls, tobacco 
and a multifarious assortment of foreign spe- 
cies; for from the landing of the first Pilgrim 
on this continent, the Colonists were treated 
by the home government more as enemies and 
exiles, than as loyal subjects. Instead of 
protecting and assisting the commerce of the 
Colonies, the home government pursued a pol- 
icy of doing all it could to discourage and 
stifle any commercial prosperity, and the ex- 
cercise of the right of coinage by the Colo- 
nists themselves was treated as a treasonable 
usurpation of the royal prerogative. 


After the fall of Charles I, and the estab- 
lishment of the Commonwealth with Oliver Crom- 
well at its head, the Massachusetts Colony 
Assembly met at Boston, May 27,1652 and passed 
an Act creating a mint and authorizing the 
issue of coinage, appointing John Hull as Mint 
Master directing that the Mint be constructed 
on land at the rear of his Boston residence and 
that his compensation be one shilling for every 
twenty coined. 


Thus, the first issue of metallic coins made 
in North America was of a limited number, for 
it soon became apparent that the coins' design 
offered too great an opportunity for the prac- 
tice of clipping, (removing a portion of the 
coin's edge and then passing it on as being of 
full value) and a new design was incorporated 
by an Act, October 19,1652, authorizing the 
use on the obverse, a pine tree, enclosed by 
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a double ring containing the legend,"Masathus- 
ets In" and on the reverse, a double ring, con- 
taining the legend,"New England, An.Dom.," with 
the date in figures and the denomination occ- 
upying the field within the minor circle. This 
coinage was continued until 1686, with eighty 
known different dies having been employed in 
the striking, yet all issued bear the same date 
of 1652, except the two penny piece, which was 
added to the coinage by an Act of 1662. 


Many stories have been told of, and writers 
have recorded much of the history of this first 
American Mint and its early coinage, but a 30 
mm. Silver token issued during the Massachus- 
etts Colony Tercentenary Celebration in 1930, 
immortalizes John Hull, as first Mint Master, 
and preserves for posterity, his action of bes- 
towing upon his daughter, when she married Sam- 
uel Sewell, a dowry, consisting of her weight 
in Pine Tree Shillings. 


The obverse of this token has a replica of the 
Pine Tree Shilling obverse; has above the leg- 
end, "John Hull, first Mint Master, his daugh- 
ter's dowry was her weight in Pine Tree Shill- 
ings," a scene depicting the weighing and ar- 
ound the outer edge, Tercentenary of Massachus- 
etts Bay Colony 1630-1930 making up the reverse,

64 members and guests attended the July meet- 
ing; guests included Mr.and Mrs, Howard B. 
Barnett, James Parker and Paul Langevin. Mr. 
Barnett, a long time A.N.A.member, joined our 
club at the close of the meeting. 


S.D.N.S. certificates of appreciation were pre- 
sented to Al Baber and Paul Hamm for their many

Francis Jones announced that 11,000 200th Ann- 
iversary Commemorative Medals had arrived and 
would be on sale at local banks on July 16th. 


Frank Huss made a report on special events for 
the A.N.A. convention, Sylvia Hafner said there 
were 67 confirmed exhibits, but more display 
space was available.

Sylvia Hafner was introduced as the speaker; 
she told of the trip she and her husband had 
recently made to Israel in an attempt to ob- 
tain material for a second edition of her book 
on Israeli coins. They had gone prepared for 
winter but the temperature was often 90°. When 
seeking information about new coinage, she not- 
ed that officials often referred to her book! 
They indicated they did not have time to keep 

a record of coins or any details about them. 
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She observed that one bank did not have a bank 
note collection, so she would like to get one 
here and send back to Jerusalen. Another ob- 
servation was that coins were carelessly tossed 
into bags, with no effort to keep them from be- 
ing damaged. There apparently are no women num— 
ismatists in Israel. Visits to Tel Aviv, Beth- 
lehem, with its beautiful treasures were most 
interesting but Jericho was "awful" and they were 
ready to leave after ten minutes. Eating seems 
to be a favorite pastime they noted; not just 
tea and crumpets, but frequent full meals, They 
felt that the Israelis must be the cleanest peo- 
ple in the world, as they noticed everything, 
including mattresses out the windows every day. 
Mrs.Hafner concluded her interesting report with 
the statement that Israel was not a land of milk 
and honey, but a land of promises.

S.D.N.S. IN RETROSPECT 
THE EARLY YEARS 


The San Diego Numismatic Society had its 
beginning in February 1937, when Dr.Bruce 
Wallace invited a few numismatic friends to 
his office to discuss forming a coin club. 
Formal organization was completed in June 
1937, with the election of officers and the 
adoption of a constitution and by-laws."the 
object of the Society shall be to promote, 
develop, and foster numismatics in all its 
branches along educational, historical, and 
scientific lines, and to provide opportun- 
ities for good fellowship. The club shall 
also promote coin collecting among the gen- 
eral public." 


Dr.Wallace became the first president and 
served in that capacity for seven years, 
Thus the third oldest club in California 
was started. As Lew Panosh wrote in 1962, 
who could have foreseen "that it would be- 
come the parent organization, so to speak, 
of nine,(now fourteen) other numismatic 
clubs in San Diego County"? When the club 
was just one year old, it hosted the Far 
Western Numismatic Convention, attracting 
coin collectors from up and down the West 
Coast. This seems to have been an ambitious 
project for an organization so young. 


Meetings were informal during those early 
years; there was no definate program and 
Anna Merle Panosh recalls that they sat 
around a long table at the Gas and Electric 
Building and talked. No one made a speech, 
but anyone could have if he had wanted to. 
Included in this group were Dr.Wallace, Lew 
and Anna Merle Panosh, Dr.Ray Wilson, Tom 
Ward, the Voetters, Elmer Tvedt, Irving and 
Mattie Knickerbocker, Paul Boltz, Then came 
Eugene Johnston, Charles Greene, A.L.(Frenchy 
Vigneault, the Crouthamels, Paul Hamm. 
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ter, members began bringing their coins for 
ection. Dr.Wallace contributed many from his 

n collection. Membership increased, bringing 
Francis Jones, Leroy Harvey, Eugene Cooper, 

ouis Walrath, Mary Bowler, all of whom are still 

ctive members. 


jle Lew Panosh was president in 1948-49, he 
onceived the idea of printing a club bulletin 

na he chose Tom Ward, (our expert on Roman Coins) 
g editor, Mr.Ward who liked to call himself 

he "Hermit of Skunk Hollow" wrote in the first 
ssue of March 1948, that the bulletin was in"the 
ature of an experiment; if you approve of it, 
e'll keep it going", and Tom did keep it going 
or eight years. Included in the bulletin were 
iographical sketches of members and many hum- 
rous anecdotes about them. The group apparent— 
y was a close-knit one in those days, otherwise 
om Ward could not possibly have uncovered those 
ersonal bits which filled the bulletin pages. 

o editor since has written such delightful gems. 
ater, as other clubs were formed, the bulletin 
eported on their activities. Announcements of 
SNA conventions were also included , followed 

y highlights of the meetings, always well att= 
nded by SDNS members. 


THE GROWING YEARS 


hile planning for the 1949 CSNA convention, 
everal prominent out-of-town California numis- 
atists joined and still maintain their member- 
hip- - Abe Kosoff, Dr.C.L.Emmons, Kenneth Lee, 
oy Hill, Ralph Mitchell. The roster began to 
ave the appearance of a "Who's Who" in Califor- 
ia numismatics. The club has received much supp- 
rt from these members,as they have assisted fre- 
uently by speaking at our monthly meetings, act- 
ng as Installing Officers and Master of Cere- 
onies. 


In 1950 SDNS began to receive national recog- 
nition as it won ninth place in the National 
Coin Week competition. In 1953 Dr.Wallace 
was instrumental in starting a coin exhibit 
at the San Diego County Fair. From a small 
beginning of four cases, the display had 
grown to thirty-eight in 1968, This display 
has always attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion from fair-goers, 


The following year the club was awarded sec- 
ond place in the National Coin Week compet-— 
ition, From there, the club went on to rec- 
eive the first place award the next year. At 
this time, there were 118 displays with 100 
members participating, 


As the months rolled by, other names began to 
appear with increasing frequency; Francis 
Jones, Atwood McDonald, Helen Dixon, James 
Anderson, Dwight Safford, who has contributed 
so many excellent articles for the bulletin, 
J.N.Hauser, and from outside San Diego, Thelma 
Case and John Yribarne, that faithful suppor- 
ter of all club activities. 


In the fall of 1955, for the second time, 
SDNS was host for the State Convention, with 
meetings held at the Grant Hotel. 


At the installation dinner in January 1957, 
when Francis Jones became president, the Past 
Presidents' Medal was first awarded to the 
six past presidents who were able to attend, 
Also, a medal was first given for the best dis- 
play at the dinner. After having had a number 
of different meeting places, the club moved 
to the Vasa Club in May 1957, where it has 
continued to meet, 


When Joe Garside was appointed librarian in 

March 1958, he organized the material which had 
been stored in boxes, built shelves, making the 
books and periodicals more accessible to member 
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‘e also wrote regular articles for the bullet- 
n, reviewing new library acquisitions. 


n 1958, Dr.Wallace established the Elise Wall- 
.ce Memorial Perpetual Trophy, in honor of his 
rife, This trophy has been awarded each year 

+ the County Fair to a member of SDNS who makes 
ie most interesting and outstanding display. 


.t the suggestion of Lew Panosh, the first Coin- 
trama was held October 26,1958; this was a great 
success, with a registration of 328, including 
many numismatists from outside the county. There 
yere nine bourse tables and twenty-six exhibits, 
und a lively auction- - altogether an excellent 
neginning for this annual event. 


\s an outgrowth of this, the San Diego Inter-Club 
JYouncil came into existence in July 1959 with 

the particular object of planning, preparation 

or and conducting of these numismatic functions 
n San Diego, which call for the joint effort 

nd cooperation of all numismatists and partic- 
larly those who are members of San Diego County 
lubs. 


uring the late 1950s and early 1960s when coin 
ollecting was most popular, membership reached 
its peak, with attendance at monthly meetings 
ell over one hundred. In 1960, SDNS was again 
ost to CSNA with another fine convention and a 
ecord-breaking registration of 341. 


A QUARTER OF A CENTURY 


n the twenty-fifth anniversary of the club, an 
ttractive medal commemorating this event was 
issued; the medal depicted some scenes from early 
San Diego history. Membership had decreased 
some, but there certainly was no decrease in 
quality. Many of the original members were still 
active and enthusiastic and others were continu- 
ing to work after ten of more years, 


In the anniversary issue of the bulletin, Lew 
Panosh wrote: "Yes, twenty-five years is a long 
time, but looking back on them now we know that 
they have been busy years, happy years, satis— 
fying years. We who have played our parts in 
that history can sit back, confident that those 
in charge today, and those who follow them in 
years to come will each lead the Society on to 
new heights and even greater glory in the next 
twenty-five years", 


THE NEXT TWENTY-FIVE YEARS 


For the fourth time, the club entertained the 
CSNA convention in the fall of 1965 and reports 
indicated that this surpassed any previous con- 
vention. Again records were broken; of the 
ninety-one exhibitors, seventeen were SDNS men-— 
bers and several received awards. 


For a number of years, at the installation ban-— 
quet, awards have been made for the exhibitor 
of the year. In 1968, this was changed to the 
Leonel C,Panosh Award and the first winner was 
Lowell Lundberg. 


In this, the thirty-first year, members can 
look backward at the club's rich history, with 
justifiable pride in its accomplishments which. 
were only possible because of devoted industri- 
ous people and capable leadership. We note that 
the club has had one ANA president, three who 
have served as CSNA presidents, one state sec- 
retary-treasurer, one treasurer, one who star- 
ted Calcoin-News and served as first editor, six 
who have been on the CSNA Board of Directors; 
currently the vice-president, Al Baber, is also 
vice-president of SDNS.

Many members have been instrumental in organ- 
izing other clubs, and in numerous cases, have 
held offices.

ENIGMA 


Perhaps in your collection there is a coin that 
defies your efforts to identify or attribute, 

not of a crown size, or of silver or gold, but of 
base metal, copper, surely not of much value; just 
a minor coin of some governing body of the past- + 
a baffling enigma that consistently crops up to 
puzzle you anew. If so, then you are able to app 


reciate the pleasure experienced when in pursuing 


Some clue, an identification is finally attained, | 


Such was a recent experience of mine. I had some 


time in the past acquired a small copper coin; 
irregular in circumference, slightly over an inch 
in diameter, poorly stamped, but showing little 
sign of wear; obviously of Spanish issue, but not 
listed in any of the readily accessible coin cat-— 
alogs on foreign minor coins. Being unable to 
attribute this coin, I laid it aside, but from 
time to time, I would get it out and ponder as to 
its identity until it got to the point where I 
just HAD to solve the mystery. Once again I ex- 
amined this enigma, and took note of its salient 
features; ie, HISPANIA, clearly stamped; another 
legend poorly stamped around the outer circles 

an inner circle enclosing what appears to be two 
capital "I"s, topped by bars, over which are dou- 
ble U's, divided by an upright bar. In the right 
field; a.letter Prorikea. e?ne reverse, clearly 


stamped CAROLUS; also another poorly stamped leg-— 


end in the outer circle; an inner beaded ciroles 
enclosing an ornamentation that looks like crosse 


J's, with the figure 4 to the right and what app- 


ears to be an F to the left. 


Remembering that the Spanish coins issued for the 
New World usually bore the inscription "Hispania- 
rum et Indiarum" or a variation of that theme, I 

assumed that the coin was a colonial issue and pr 
ceeded to investigate that possibility. What app 
eared to be capital I's were in fact the pillars 

of Hercules, representing the Straits of Gibralte 
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AROLUS, was in fact CHARLES I, and enough 
etters were identifiable in the other legend 
o attribute JOANNA. Further research finally 
rought the identification and proper attribu- 
jon... quarter real of San Domingo, issue of 
oanna and Charles I of Spain. 


his identification also brought to light an 
nteresting bit of history. We are all aware 
hat Christofer Columbus is credited with the 
iscovery of America in 1492; but we forget that 
e also founded a settlement in 1492 on the is- 
and of Hispaniola, returned in 1495 and found 
hat the settlers had disappeared. He re-estab- 
ished the settlement in that year and was its 
dministrator until 1500, when he was removed in 
isgrace, for his harsh rule and mismanagement 

f the Colonies' affairs. He was followed by 
obadillo, who in turn was to relinquish the is- 
and's affairs to Diego Columbus in 1509. Find- 
ng little mineral wealth, the settlers turned 
to farming with the labor being done by the nat— 
ive Indians under encomienda system, at times 
perhaps, by force. 


It was probably during this era that coins were 
first introduced into the New World, becoming 
prevalent in the period of 1521 to 1526. There 
are listed many varieties of the quarter reals 
in copper, issued by Joanna and Charles I, It 
might be of interest to note that Joanna (the 
mad) b-1479, d-1555 (Queen of Castile and Leon 
from 1504 till death) married Philip I, after 
whose death her insanity became apparent, never 
actually ruled. It was her father as Regent 
from 1504 to 1506; Philip I, Regent 1506-1507; 
her father again 1507-1516; then her son gov- 
erned as joint ruler from 1516-1555. This son, 
Charles I of Spain, was also Holy Roman kmperor 
Charles V (b-1500, d-1556) who had inherited an 
Empire in 1519 from Emperor Maximilian I, and 


Mary of Burgundy.

WELCOME ABOARD 


Many of the coin collectors today are now ex- 
ploring the fields of tokens and medals. I am 
sure that they have become familiar with the 
commonly accepted standards of grading the 
condition of numismatic items, but I wonder 

how many are aware of rarity scales, so nec- 
essary in determining the scarcity or rarity 

of a numismatic item, when often there are no 
mintage figures available to aid in the assess- 
ment. There are several scales that can be 
applied to determine the rarity of a token or 
medals; one uses the population figures of the ~- 
city or town where the issuing agent was loc- | 
ated, on the assumption that the smaller the 
town or place of issue, the smaller the issue, 
and so fewer pieces exist today. This assump- 
tion does not hold true, for there are instan- 
ces of many tokens issued in profusion and eas-—~* 
ily acquired today from places that are now 
ghost towns. 


Perhaps the best rarity scale to use is that 
developed by Dr.W.H.Sheldon and used by him 
and other collectors in determining the scar- | 
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city of the early American cents. This rarity 
scale consists of eight points, based upon the 
number of pieces known to exist or in collec- 
tions; rarity one, designated as common pertains 
to a piece with more than 1250 like pieces in 
collectors' possession; rarity two, not so comm— 
on, 501 to 1250 pieces knowns rarity three, 
scarce, 201 to 500 knowns rarity four, very 
scarce, 76 to 200 knowns rarity five, rare, 41 
to 75 knowns rarity six, very rare, 13 to 30 
known; rarity seven, extremely rare, 4 to 12 
known; rarity eight, unique or nearly unique, 
only 1, 2, or 3 known to exist. 


These figures will no doubt cause some raising 
of the eyebrows by those accustomed to consid- 
ering a coin with a mintage of a million or so 
as scarce or rare, as it very well could be 
when one considers the number of collectors 
intent on acquiring one or more of that partic- 
ular coin. In the token and medal field, there 
are only a small number of collectors interes- 
ted in a particular item, for many collect only 
in a special area of tokens or medals, such as 
transportation, tradesman, magic, fraternal, 
religious, political and other categories. 
Modern issues, especially in the commemorative 
medal area, although often issued in silver 

and in quantities as low as 100 pieces, can be 
acquired for a cost of a few dollars. The old- 
er issues of medals and tokens such as expos- 
itions and celebrations items, have been att- 
ributed and catalogued to a certain extent, so 
considerable information on the scarcity of 
many of the issues is available, which by the 
way, if compared to the standards of coin rar- 
ity would make many tokens and medals great 
rarities. 


To those who venture into the token and medal 
field of numismatics, it requires a readjust- 
ment of their opinions on standards, not only 
of rarity, but of valuation, for the main fac- 
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tor in determination of a value of anything, 
be it coin, token, medal or trinket, is demand 
for the article. Here again we have the cir- 
cumstance of less demand from fewer collectors 
and the usual procedure of many to relegate 
these items to the junk box. 


In collecting and assembling a particular ser- 
ies, it is often found that a few low mintage 
coins of some particular years make it diff- 
ieult, if not impossible, to complete the collec: 
tion. In the token and medal field, even though 
by coin standards, most of the items can be con- 
sidered scarce, they are available, and at reas— 
onable prices far below that which their rarity ~ 
seemingly should rate. Another adjustment to 
the coin collector perhaps would be acceptance 
of the fact that many of the token or medal coll 
ectors are more interested in trading their dup- 
licates or items in an area that they do not 
collect, than in selling for a profit. And so, 
to those who have ventured into the token or 
medal field and who may learn to accept and un- 
derstand these basic facts, welcome aboard, and 
may these few words help to equip you for the 
pursuit and acquisition of material in the forn- 
ation and assembling of an interesting collec- 
tion in a field that not only presents but en- | 
compasses every phase of living, be it art, | 
education, travel, history, religion, politics, 
business, trade, industry, etc. "I

The Spring Convention will be held in Palo Alto in April. 

Dick Martin will be conducting the auction for this con- 
vention, as well as the one to be held in San Diego in ‘ 
November, at the Bahia Hotel. 
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On several recent occasions, the term "proof like" 
has been discussed, particularly its application to 
the Canadian uncirculated sets from the Ottawa Mint, 
and its use to describe any top grade uncirculated 
coin. Originally, in full context, the term was 
"proof like surface'', an expression used to describe 
the SURFACE only of a top grade uncirculated coin. 
Some uncirculated coins, from new or highly polish- 
ed dies, were said to have a "proof like surface", 
meaning that the coin had a similar and reflecting 
finish to that found on most proofs. Properly used 
in full context, there was no confusion as to its 
meaning -- a description of an uncirculated coin with 
a surface similar to that of a proof. 


Unfortunately, after the expansion of coin collect- 
ing as a hobby in the late 1940's, and the introduc- 
tion of the Canadian uncirculated mint sets on a 
large scale, the term "proof like surface" was abort- 
ed to "proof like’, and became a term used to describe 
not only gem or a top grade uncirculated coin, but 
often the mint issues of coins struck for general 
circulation. 


This application of a term "proof like" is a misnomer, 
and can only evoke the argument that a proof is a 
specially struck coin with unusually sharp and clear 
detail, and with a special quality about its surface 
that makes it stand out from ordinary coins struck 

for circulation. While a coin may have some indivi- 
dual qualities similar to a proof, if it lacks any 

of a proofs qualities, then the whole coin obviously 
is NOT a proof, and so cannot be "like" one. So, any 
reference of "proof like" other than the complete term 
of "proof like surface'' is asinine, and should be con- 
sidered as such by the discriminating collector.

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(The formation of a "FIDO" organization of local 
coin collectors, who recently became a part of the 
San Diego County Inter-Club Numismatic Council, 
has moved me to write this little blurb...Author) 


An area of special interest to many collectors is the 
acquisition and study of variations, or abnormalities 
in coins, resulting from minting mistakes, defective 
or improper coin blanks, variations in coinage dies, 
etc. Although variations and minting mistakes in 
coinage of a particular series or category of coin 
had been noted and catalogued by early investigators 
such as Gilbert, Sheldon, Newcome, Beistle, Valin- 
tine and others, it was not until the mid 1950's that 
any concerted effort was made to bring together those 
interested in collecting this type of numismia. 


A minting error occurring on the obverse of the 
Lincoln head cent of 1955 did much to publicize and 
focus attention on this area of coin collecting. In 
1956, when Mike Kolman, Jr., and others were in- 
strumental in bringing together many of these collect- 
ors of minting errors to form the Collectors of Mint 
Errors organization, it became apparent that this area 
of collecting was of great interest and was being ex- 
plored by many of the collectors. 


Subsequently, the investigation and the cataloguing 

of modern "Fido's' has done much to stimulate inter- 
est in this intriguing field, and to add yet another 
word to the numismatic vocabulary - FIDO, a contrac- 
tion of freaks, irregularities, defects and oddities. 


The withdrawal of silver coinage, the tremendous mint- 
age of modern coinage, has in many instances curtail- 
ed or restricted the activities of many coin collect- 
ors who, seeking other avenues in which to exploit 
their endeavors have found that the collecting of 
"Fido's" provides the thrill of acquisition, and the 
pride of ownership equal to any other area of coin 
collecting.

‘One hundred years ago our country was new and but par- 
tially settled. Our necessities have compelled us to 
chiefly expend our means in felling forest, subduing 
prairies, building dwellings, factories, ships, docks, 
warehouses, roads, canals, machinery, etc. Most of 
our schools, churches, libraries and asylums have been 
established within a hundred years. 


Burdened by these great primal works of necessity which 
could not be delayed, we yet have done what this expo- 
Sition will show in the direction of rivaling older and 
more advanced nations in law, medicine and theology; 

in science, literature, philosophy and the fine arts. 


Whilst proud of what we have done, we regret that we 
have not done more. Our achievements have been great 
enough, however, to make it easy for our people to 
acknowledge superior merit wherever found. And now, 
fellow citizens, I hope a careful examination of what 
is about to be exhibited to you will not only inspire 
you with a profound respect for the skill and taste of 
our friends from other nations, but also satisfy you 
with the attainments made by our own people during the 
past hundred years,' 


These words of President Ulysses S. Grant during the 
opening day ceremoines of the 1876 United States Cen- 
tennial Exposition at Philadelphia are a part of the 
Presidential Proclamation marking the opening of the 
exposition. Expressed primarily as an introduction 
of, and an invitation to view these assembled exhi- 
bits of a hundred years progress, these words today 
have particular significance to the numismatist, for 
they serve as an invitation for the collector to in- 
vestigate and explore the world of those not only 
participating in that exposition, but of other his- 
torical events and eras of our Nation. 


Unfortunately there often remains little of a physical 
nature to mark the occasion, or to serve as a lasting 

memorial of a celebration or event of historical sig- 

nificance; and yet like the coinage of the Ancients

upon whose surface is pictured not only the likeness 
of a ruler, but presentations of places and events of 
their time, our history is replete with emissions of 
medals, medallions and tokens, even awards, recording 
and preserving every facet and phase of American life 
and history. 


Within this world of medallic art, graphically pre- 
sented, can be reviewed the contributions and like- 
nesses of individuals, places and events of our cul- 
ture and history. Select any phase of American life, 
or era of history, and you will find an array of in- 
teresting tokens, medals and medallions, or of token 
coinage, presenting a graphic recording of all facets 
of that phase, serving not only as a memorial of a 
particular facet of that phase, but often as the only 
evidence of a physical nature remaining to denote the

To the collector interested in United States coinage,

Coinage to a certain extent can, and does, express 
and reflect the economic times of our nation, with 
its great output of coin during times of inflation, 
and the small emissions during times of depression. 
But from the colonial days of history, forward to the 
present, tokens and medallic art present to the col- 
lector an accurate record of the ups and downs of 
trade and commerce; the struggle of free enterprise 
to conduct and expand business under the handicap of 
insufficient official legal tender, the efforts to 


circumvent gambling laws, and of course many other 
facets of our economy.

It matters little what area of coin collecting intrigues 
the fancy of the collector; there is an "exposition" of 
medals, medallions, tokens and token coinage exhibiting 
America in law, medicine, science, theology, philosophy, 
fine arts, commerce, trade, politics, war and peace. 
Exploration and examination of these exhibits will not 
only inspire you with a profound respect for the skill 
and taste of their designers, provide you with a deeper 
understanding of what has made America, but will also 
increase the pleasure of your collecting.

Of all things American have used and collectors now 
prize -- not only antique furniture and Silverware, 

but such whatnots as buttons, chamber pots, turkey 
belis, telegraph-line glass insulator knobs - undoubted- 
ly the strangest item is barbed wire. That prickly 
fencing material was created around 1870; it played an 
historic role in western land development. More impor- 
tant in collector's minds, it appeared in some 400 vari- 
ations, including single or double Strands, with long, 
or short barbs two- or four-pointed, differently twist- 
ed and spaced. 


Energetic barbed wire hobbyists prowl old fencerows for 
discarded and fallen wire. Some aren't above snipping 
from standing fences. Desirable specimens cut to stan- 
dard 18-inch lengths, called a "stick", are traded among 
collectors, who now number several thousand, for $1 to 
$2; a rare variety, in Original rust, may fetch $5 or 
more. Wire fanciers with choice collections mount their 
"sticks" on boards for wall display. As the hobby booms 
and prices rise, collectors expect it won't be long be- 
fore they'll be in the same fix as Stamp, coin and art 
fanciers; occasionally they'll get Stung with "sticks" 
of barbed wire that are ingenious fakes hard to tell 
from the genuine old Originals,

'pDUCATS. 


Recently a friend referred to his football game ad- 
mission ticket as a "'ducat"’,. Inasmuch as I had not 
heard this slang expression for some time, I asked 
him if he knew the origin of the word "ducat"'. His 
total lack of knowledge on the subject invoked the 
thought that possibly in this modern age,even some 
coin collectors might not be familiar with the ori- 
gin of the "'ducat"’. 


A dictionary defines "ducat" as any of several gold 
or silver coins formerly used in some European coun- 
tries, their values varying from about 83¢ to $2.32 
or; a slang expression or term for a ticket; or es- 
pecially an admission ticket. 


This definition of "ducat - any of several gold or 
silver coins formerly used in some European countries" 
contains no information as to when, where, or what 

the original "ducat" was. Possibly the first ducat 
was the grosso, the largest denomination silver coin 
added to the Italian denari coinage in the mid twelfth 
century by Roger II of Sicily for his Duchy of Apulia. 
Later issues bearing the legend Sit Tibi; Christe, 
datus, Quem Tu regis, iste Ducatus, abbreviated into 
SIT.T.XTE.D.Q.T.B.REG. ISTE DUCAT.,(''Unto Thee, O 
Christ, be dedicated this Duchy which Thou rulest"') 
became known as ducats from the last word in the 
legend "ducat"', 


About 1280, the Doge, or city ruler of Venice, Gio- 
vanni Dandolo, struck a thin gold coin about the size 
of a nickel, called a Zecchino (from the word Zecca), 
meaning in Italian 'the Palace', which was the build- 
ing housing the Venitian Mint. Bearing the same 
legend as the silver grosso, it too, quickly assumed 
the title of the gold "ducat"'. This gold ducat was 
extensively imitated throughout the world, though 
with much variation of type; and eventually the term 
"ducat" was applied to many coins having little or 
nothing in common with the original "ducat"'. Spelled

with a "K'' in Germany, the "ducat'’ became the prin- 
ciple gold coin of Europe for four centuries, to be 
replaced only when the metric system brought in the 
gold "Franc". Even then, many countries continued 
to issue trade ''ducats" on the side, such as the Dutch 
trade "ducats" issued as late as the 1940's, and the 
Vienna mints issue of the old Franz Hoseph "'ducats", 
with the perennial date 1915 as a trade coin. 


It is interesting to note that though the Turks soon 
copied the weight and fineness, if not the design, of 
the Venitian "ducat", they called it a "Sequin". Our 
modern world now refers to ''sequin'' as glittering ob- 
jects used for adornment, perhaps little knowing that 
originally the "sequin'' was a gold coin often used by 
the Turks to adorn their women's clothing. 


This is the story of the origin of the "ducat", and 
though the term no longer is applicable to our modern 
day coins, it still finds usage to describe an admis- 
sion ticket.

HOBBY 


Coin collecting is one of the worlds oldest hobbies. 

It is still fascinating and rewarding, in spite of 

the distortions created by speculators, hoarders and 

the present monetary policy of not only the United 
States, but of the tendency of many newly formed govern- 
ments to issue pseudo-coinage under the guise of proof 
coins, 


It may be true that most people are induced to collect 
coins for the premium value, visualizing an opportunity 
to get something for nothing by acquiring coins of pre- 
mium value from circulation, or by the payment of a 
portion of the premium value. The person so induced 
into collecting with big financial profits as the only 
reward for a motive does not as a rule become enamored 
to the hobby, for the acquisition of the numismatic 
knowledge and its application to obtain large monetary 
profits requires much more time and attention than this 
person is willing to give. 


But those people who find that coin collecting does im- 
part a sense of history, teaches geography, presents a 
challenge; who find that coins are aesthetically pleas- 
ing and capture the interest---these are the people who 
accept coin collecting as a hobby, learning to accumu- 
late with patience, formulate with discrimination, view 
the growing collection with pride and forever remember 
that the collection is worth no more, monetarily, than 
what they can get for it. As these people progress in 
numismatic knowledge, the realization of the real value 
in coin collecting readily becomes apparent in an in- 
creased knowledge of history, greater appreciation of 
the arts, a broader understanding of economics, a wider 
circle of friends with similar interests, and the rich 
vital fellowship that coin collectors enjoy. They al- 
so find that the worldof numismatics will not only chal- 
lenge, frustrate and elate the collector, but will also 
provide many relaxing and satisfying hours of enjoyment.

Know your Library 


Did you know that all sorts of knowledge can be gain- 
ed from reading the books and pamphlets in the San 
Diego Numismatic Society's library? 


Recently, when Roger Sullivan returned to the Library 
the set of 12 issues of 1938 Numismatists, I immediate- 
ly began searching to find out what it was HE was look- 
ing for...and I found it!...very inter-r-resting. At 
least ten issues have articles on U.S. Military medals 
and life saving medals, which are one of Roger's spe- 
cialties. 


In February of 1938, when San Diego Numismatic Society 
was only eight months old, it put on its first bang- 

up convention. Doc Wallace, Mbr. #1 and Thomas Voet- 
ter, Secretary, headed a very successful affair for the 
Far Western Numismatic Conference. It seemed that the 
visitors preferred to stay around the bourse and exhi- 
bits, rather than take the trips provided for their 
pleasure. The Saturday night Banquet, with floor show, 
was attended by 95 persons...and this affair only cost 
$2 per person...Shades of inflation! 


In March of 1938, Wayne L. Higbee became Mbr. #6672 of 
the American Numismatic Association. At that time, he 
lived in Crescent City, Calif., but later moved to San 
Diego, joined the San Diego Numismatic Society and in 
a few years, was President. He had to relinquish this 
office when he moved north. Now, though, he has again 
returned to San Diego and has rejoined the SDNS in an 
active capacity. 


All of these issues mentioned are filled with such in- 
teresting reading that I hate to turn them over to our 
Historian, Helen Lawrence, but she does need them for 
research on the early history of our Society. 


In the June 1965 issue of the SDNS Bulletin, Dorothy 
Baber, Editor, published the rules and regulations of 
the Library, as well as a list of all the books and

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Traveller's Tales 


Since your Editor and husband have just returned from 
Philadelphia, having attended the 78th Anniversary con- 
vention of the A.N.A., SDNS members are going to have 
forced upon them my first hand report of the trip.

We were privileged to run into a couple of past SDNS 
members.,,.early on Tuesday, Dwight and Virginia Saf- 
ford saw General M. S. Newton who, during 1950/1951 
was Col. Newton and served as president of SDNS, til 
military duty took him elswhere,. We joined them for 
a short visit; and later in the week, we had quite a 
visit with Bill Tragsdorff who is another ex-officer 
of SDNS. Bill has a Boston, Mass. address at present 
but is still not permanently located. He asked that 
we give his best to all his San Diego friends. 


ANA General Meetings 


The business meeting conducted on Tuesday morning was 
to be rather interesting as the results of the election 
were to be announced. Naturally, the California contin- 
gent was interested in the outcome as there were four 
Californian's running for office -- Herb Bergen, for 
President (unopposed), and Jim Betton, Peggy Borgolte, 
and Dan Harley running for Board of Governors. Presi- 
dent Art Sipe announced the results, as received from 
the Colorado Springs First National Bank, and a firm of 
CPA's, who had been responsible for the handling of the 
mail ballots. The seven Board members elected, accord- 
ing to this computerized tally, proved to be so close 
that the Board of Governors requested a manual recount. 
On the computer count, Dan Harley and Peggy Borgolte 
found themselves elected, but a manual recount, and a 
re-programming of the computer showed the new Board 
members to be;

Four candidates (Dan Harley, Peggy Borgolte, Clarence 
Gould and Frank Caggiana) have the distinction of 
being Board Members for the shortest term in history 
of the ANA. It was an embarrassing situation for all 
concerned -- those who thought they were elected; for 
those who had hoped to be elected; for the ANA offi- 
cials, and especially for the firms who had made the 
error. It was at the final business session on Friday 
afternoon that officials of both the bank and the CPA 
firm made an appearance and shamefacedly explained to 
the membership how the error occurred...ballots were 
printed placing the names of the candidates for the 
Board in five different positions (this would preclude 
the first seven names being elected..)but the computer 
was only programmed to count one type of ballot, theres 
fore all they got out of the machine was an erroneous 
count. Herb Bergen, President; John J. Pitman, Vice- 
president and the above mentioned Board members were 
installed in office by Past President Matt Rothert at 
the Friday afternoon session.

Another item of interest at this Friday meeting was the

25 Year Club Membership awards were presented to 48 
clubs, and the San Diego Numismatic Society was among 
those so honored. 


MINT DEDICATION 


Shade was not prevalent at the dedication ceremony of 
the new U. S. Mint on Thursday, Aug. 14, but most of 
those attending waited through the speeches in order to 
go through the Mint, and to purchase their Official 
Mint Medal, commemorating the event. 


The Official Medal is a 3" bronze medal, which can be 
ordered from the U. S. Mint, Philadelphia, for $3.00. 
The obverse shows the main entrance of the new Mint, 

and the lettering "United States Mint - Philadelphia - 
August 14, 1969 - Department of the Treasury". The 
reverse has a map of the United States with 17 Stars, 
denoting the location of Mints, past and present, super- 
imposed over the U. S. Eagle. 


Visitors to the new Mint are given a pamphlet which is 
actually a color-coded guide to the various processes, 
The machines on the operating floor are painted in the 
colors shown on the pamphlet and this allows visitors 
to follow the operation taking place by matching the 
color on their chart. The viewing gallery is equipped 
with recorded vocal explanation to further explain what 
is being viewed on the floor below. 


A surprise was the First Day-First Issue package, which 
was stamped with the August 14th date, and were on sale 
one to a customer, Lines were quite long to purchase

these and the Official Medal. 


A little publicized but worthwhile item is the new 
publication, "Medals of the United States Mint", 
which has a picture and description of every medal 
ever struck by the U.S. Mint. This book sells for 
$3.75, and may be ordered from Superintendent of the 
U. S. Mint, Philadelphia, Ra. 


Sneak Preview 


Much earlier this year, Al Baber was appointed to 

the 1968 Assay Commission and given the privilege 

of ‘counting the pyx' at the Philadelphia Mint, along 
with a dozen or so other commissioners. For the past 
five years, these commissioners and past commissioners 
have been getting together for a meeting during ANA 
week. This year, this "Old Time Assay Commissioners 
Society" (OTACS) met for lunch at Tim Shoyer's, just 
across the street from the new Mint, and following 
the luncheon, were invited to the Mint to dedicate 
the new Assay Room. Following this, there was a 
conducted tour of the Mint, even to the operating 
floor and viewing the new General Motors press which 
punches out coins at a phenominal rate. Your Editor, 
though not a commissioner, was, as the wife of one, 
included in this "select'' group who was able to get 
the jump on the general public and really see first 
hand the new Mint in operation. 


CONVENTION COMMITTEE APPOINTMENT RECEIVED 


Among one of the first appointtees of the newly elect- 
ed A.N.A. President Herb Bergen is San Diego's Al 
Baber, who has been named to serve on the Convention 
Committee. This committee, chairmanned by Don Sherer, 
will be responsible for further developing the Conven- 
tion Manual, to aid future General Chairmen in their 
tasks. Other committee members are Abe Kosoff, Adna 
Wilde and Randolph Zander. 
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CLUB REPRESENTATIVE BREAKFAST 


In previous years, this event on the A.N.A. calendar was 
under the jurisdiction of the 2nd Vice President of ANA, 
but with the retirement of this office, it was conducted 
by Glen Smedley, and was attended by nearly 200 persons. 
It is at this meeting that the Outstanding Club Repre- 
sentative award is made, and this year it went to Val 
Pasvolsky, Lakewood, N.J., for his untiring efforts in 
promoting the Club Representative Program. 


At this meeting, a report was given on the A.N.A. Numis- 
matic Seminar which was held in Colorado Springs in mid- 
July. This seminar was attended by 23 persons who were 
housed and fed at adjacent Colorado College facilities 
for the six-day sessions. As well as the numismatic 
forums and films, the seminar schedule included field 
trips to the Denver Mint, to Cripple Creek and a tour 

of the El Paso Gold Mine. It was pointed out that the 
coin clubs in Dade County, in Florida, had co-sponsored 
one representative and paid his expenses to the seminar 
to represent their area. The cost of the seminar, which 
included all meals, lodging, trips, and registration 
package was a nominal $99. The second Seminar will be 
held in mid-July, 19%0, and is expected to at least 
double in attendance. 


Some of the questions raised at this meeting were the 
request for a longer period of time to submit the Scrap 
Books for Coin Week competition; the possibility of 
having a Best of Show of all categories for Coin Week 
awards; of producing a flim showing what A.N.A. does 
for the clubs, to which Executive Director Adna Wilde 
replied that a sound movie is much too expensive for 
consideration, but he felt a slide program could be 
arranged, and the cost of this type presentation would 
be nominal. District Club Representative for this 
area, Jim Betton, stated he agreed that the clubs need 
an introductory film to A.N.A. The clubs were remind- 
ed that they are responsible to keep their District 
Representative aware of who the Club Representatives 
are, Another suggestion was for an award each year 

to the club with the best Club Publication.

The public was then invited to view an excel- 
lent film, "The Ultimate Achievement", which describes 
some of the methods and precautions taken in striking 
the Franklin Mint issues, and protects their subscribers. 
It is not known if this film will be made available for 
club viewing, but if the opportunity should arise to see 
it, don't miss it. Each person attending the ceremony 
received a silver-nickel medal commemorating the event, 
and also an invitation to have lunch in yet another 
location on the site. It was announced that this pri- 
vate mint had received contracts to mint coins for two 
foreign countries in the near future, one of which is 
the Republic of Panama.

the Superintendents of the Philadelphia Mint, the Den- 
ver Mint, and the San Francisco Assay office.

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A.N.A. HEADQUARTERS 


The return trip to San Diego was broken by several 
stops -- in Chicago, to visit the daughter and her 
family, including the new grandson; again in Denver 

to visit our son and wife, and from here, we drove 

to Colorado Springs, and spent nearly a full day visit- 
ing the American Numismatic Association's Headquarters. 
Upon arrival, we found the Executive Director Adna 
Wilde and Editor of the Numismatist Ed Rochette busy 
conducting a tour of some 74 youngsters. We joined 
the group in the main exhibit room, which at present 
contains the currency display which is on permanent 
loan from the Treasury Department's Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing. This exhibit has examples or spe- 
cimens of all currency ever in circulation, as well 

as the current paper money. Another fine exhibit is 
that of William Henderson, A.N.A. Treasurer, on "Coko- 
radoana'', It is quite well displayed and excellently 
attributed, containing coins and medals which tell of 
some of the history of the state of Colorado. This ex- 
hibit room is actually a huge vault, as it is protect- 
ed by safe-type doors, as well as electronically pro- 
tected when the vault doors are closed. 


A tour of the Library showed us that there is really 
much more there for the use of ANA members than even 
we had realized. (With the help of Librarian Geneva 
Karlson, we were able, in a very short time, to com- 
pile a list of names we wanted, which necessitated 
going back through the copies of The Numismatist to 
the year 1939'). Back issues of the Numismatist, 

of coin publications, storage space for the ANA-owned 
exhibit cases, etc., are housed on the basement floor 
of the building. It was with a bit of surprise that 
we noted how few employees there are to staff this 
headquarters, which is responsible for so very much 
work...probably no more than 12 persons, including 
the Executive Director, and the Editor. 


Though both Adna and Ed were still quite bogged down 
with paper work from the recent convention, they were 
gracious tour guides and hoses for our visit. We 
strongly urge everyone to make an effort to visit the 
headquarters of the American Numismatic Association. 
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It was with a great deal of pride and pleasure 
that we found the Leonel C. Panosh Memorial 
Plaque, prominently displayed on one wall of the 
American Numismatic Association Headquarters.

Embracing any and all phases 
of the American scene, American tokens in the field 
of numismatics provides an area of interest and of 
great possibilities, presenting a graphic portrayal 
of our Nation and its people. 


Featuring national, local, political, commercial and 
personal history, tokens record many of the popular 
slogans and political sayings of the times. Tokens 
often bear portraits of noted men and women, present 
a picture of buildings or events, advertise the goods 
or services of the tradesman, even the foibles and 
fashions of the times, and their workmanship provides 
a fair guide as to the artistic taste of the day. 


"TOKENS" - continued 


Through the business addresses advertised, we are able 
to see how localities have changed, even discover that 
in many instances even, towns have disappeared, to be- 
come ghosts of the past. We learn that tokens provid- 
ed a medium of exchange in American, even before our 
government was established, and that tokens have many 
times since supplemented, even replaced, the official 
coinage in times of stress and have served as the ex- 
change medium in areas remote from population centers. 


In the complex world of business and politics of today, 
we find the token still in use as a medium of advertis- 
ing, and in a sense, a medium of exchange so that we 
are not confined to the issues of the past. So if you 
are at an impasse in your collecting specialty, or are 
perhaps bored with the monotony of amassing a line of 
dates, take the advise of Thomas Elder and turn to 

the American token. Select any category of American 
life, business, profession, political, national, local 
or historical, and start collecting. You will dis- 
cover a whole new world of numismatics.

Not everybody likes money just for what it will buy. 
There are many people who also enjoy it as an art 
form. Examples of exquisite sculpture and engraving 
are available for appreciation and study, and at a 
far lesser cost than paintings, or statuary or other 
art objects from the same artists. 


In this art form is the artists interpretation of 
people, places and events of history, recorded for 
all time through application to and use of metal con- 
stituting coinage. Consequently we have today, in 
this art form, countless examples of styles and types 
of artistic expression, graphically depicting the cul- 
ture of all eras of civilized man. 


In the "golden age of Greece" during the fifth century 
before Christ, there was created beautiful sculpture, 
architecture, paintings and literature. Much of this 
art was expressed in the designs used in the coinage, 
setting a pattern that was to be followed by each suc- 
cessive civilization, enabling us today to view in 
this art form, the rise of culture in the beauty of 
workmanship and design in artistic expression, and 

to also note the decline in culture of certain eras 

by the crudeness of workmanship and design of expres- 
sion. 


In our present civilization, there is an abundance of 

beautiful art to be appreciated, for many nations of 

cur world issue coins, bearing upon their surface de- 
signs rich in artistic presentations of people, places 
aud events pertaining to the history of our time. So, 
take a coin from your pocket and examine it. Note the 

beauty of its engraving, the exquisiteness ofits -de- 

sign, the artistic expression of the artists interpre- 
tation of a theme and the fine workmanship. You too 

will realize that money is beautiful as well as prac~

President Al Baber was relieved that it was 
late Sunday afternoon before the rain returned. Gener- 
ally speaking, those attending were pleased with the 
well-lighted Bourse area,s the excellent exhibits; and the 
Awards Banquet on Saturday was attended by more than 
double the amount in attendance at the Spring convention. 


Two tours on Friday, the Ladies Luncheon, and the Educa- 
tional Forum kept the visitors moving from one place to 
another in rapid succession. Board members also convened 
on Friday morning. 


There were very few empty seats at the CSNA General Busi- 
ness meeting on Saturday, which was encouraging. Members 
and visitors were urged to write their Congressmen, to go 
on record as favoring the establishment of a west coast 
branch of the Smithsonian Institute, utilizing the old 
San Francisco Mint building. Many items of historical 
interest are currently in storage due to a lack of exhi- 
bit space in Washington D.C.; and these items could be 
housed in San Francisco, where western visitors could en- 
joy them.
